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Washington, July 9— A reoccurrenct 
of opposition to prohibition legislation' 
written into the (ood control bill, to- 
gether with, stubborn protesU against 
the propoiAla for government regu; 
latlon ot the Iron, steel, ootton and 
other Industries, completely upset the 
plans or senate leaders today and 
promises to force Important rerlalons 
of the measure. ' 

Felling again to seeure unanimous 
oonsentitot limiting detate or eettlng 
a time for a vote, the leaders submit- 
ted tlio motion, held In roserve for 
several days to Invoke tOr the flrat 
time the senate's cloture rule. They 
also arranged a demooratio steering 
committee meeting tor tomorrow tQ 
draft changes In the bill so aa to make 
sure It will not be defeated when a 
final vote Is secured. 

The culture motion, submitted by 
Senator Chamberlain as manager of 
the bill, went over until Wednesday 
nnder the rules. It beihrs the slgns' 
tures of twenty-one senators, all but 
three of them Democrats. For the 
adoption, a two-thirds vote will be 
required. Before it comes up, how- 
ever, the Democratic leaders hope to 
etrect such changes as' will satisfy the 
bill's opponents. 

In open debate and many private 
conferences during tlie day opposition 
grew against the measure. Criticism 
was directed particularly against Sea 
ator Smoot's amendment, adopted Sat 
urday, providing tor government pur- 
chase of all distilled spirits in bonded 
warehouses, but many other sections 
of the bill came In (or attack as well 

At tomorrow's steering committee 
meeting plana will be considered to 
eliminate Bteel> iron, ootton and some 
other products from the government 
control provisions of the bill and to 
amend the Smoot provision. 

The prohtblticn question was dis- 
cussed at length is today's debate 
With leaders ot both "weu" and "drys* 
declaring It unconsUtntlonal In its 
provision to give distillers a "just and 
feir" eom^sation fior llqiwr to be 
commandeered. Senator Kenyou, who 
voted for the amendment and has been 
prominent in the prahlbitlon move- 
ment, told the senate the provision 
was not "worth the paper it is writ 
ten on." 

That great harm has resulted to the 
wheat market since the food legisla- 
tion has been under discussion was 
charged by Senator Nelson. 

Citing the dtop In prices here* he 
declared that the government must 
buy the wheat or the farmers would 
suffer, the millers being unable to ab- 
sorb all the crop. Senator Penrose de- 
nounced the hill as "awkward and ab- 
surdly trngrammattcal and a diagrace 
to a crowd ot school boys," In some re- 
spects. 

The senate accepted the committee 
amendment empowering the govern- 
ment to take over and operate pack-
